' L During this period the writer whs in close contact with Subject who per- 
formed many tasks in connection with KTGRUBBY and Albanian refugees in Lavrion 
and other parts of Greece. AIKERF assisted the writer a great deal in making 
arrangements and preparing meetings with various Albanians associated with 
OBOPUS and those in whom OBOPUS and those in whom OBOPUS has political and 
operational interest. 

2 # On 23 February at OBOPUS request, AIKERF arranged to have Identitj r (1) 
brought from Lavrion to Athens for an interrogation by the writer concerning 
the former T s knowledge of RNBRANDl r, s activities during his imprisonment in 
Korea. AIKERF escorted Subject to HTNEIGH headquarters in Athens and set up 
meeting with the writer. 

3. At the same time AIKERF also arranged for a meeting between the writer 
and Identity (2) in regards to his split with die-hard XNMALEDICT3 concerning 
Henry R. Malament and HTNEIGH (Ref. SGAA-8730 4 March 1954). 

4. OBOPUS, during the week of 22 February had planned to conduct an 
LCFLETTER test with Identity (3)* AIKERF set aside one room at the Athens 
HTNEIGIT headquarters for this purpose. He arranged for Identity (3) to be 
present for the preliminary interrogation of Subject and subsequent LCFIUTTER. 
OBOPUS found it necessary to keep Identity (3) in Athens for three days pend- 
ing completion of his case. During this period of time AIKERF handled all the 
necessary administrative details such as billeting, transportation, living ex- 
penses and arrangements for daily meetings. 

5# At OBOPUS request AIIQERF on 2 March arranged for a meeting tfith C~ 

the writer and Athens HTNEIGH representative, Identity (4), concerning 
his services with OBOPUS/Athens.

7. On this same day A I KERF also arranged to have Identity (5) report to 

HTNEIGII headquarters for an interview with _D regarding 

operational activities in Albania. 

8. In order to maintain closer contact with Albanians in various localities 
in Greece, OBOPUS is planning to have AIK5RF make monthly visits to Lavrion and 
EL os. To accomplish this a blanket travel permit was requested from CL L3 
office allowing AIKERF to travel without handicaps. This travel permit has 

been issued to AIKERF. 
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
